This is especially tru e in the larger 
cities where variou s a ttra c tions are 
advertised for Memorial Day, which 
the veterans believe shou ld not In* held 
at that time. 
M any of the members 
of the G. A. R. at Indianapolis took 
« Exception to the au tomobile races, 
which will he held next M onday at 
the Speedw ay, and it was largely be­ 
c au se of this featu re the change is to 
come u p at the S ta te encampment. 
While the proposed change in tin* 
d a te has not been discu ssed in the 
meetings of the Ellsworth Post, the 
individu al members are in favor of 
the new date. 
They say that Memo­ 
rial Day shou ld he observed with a p­ 
propria te exercises, and that it shou ld 
not 
h«* made a 
time f or personal 
pleasu re, a> ini" been done in the past 
..in several cities. 
They desire that 
tlie day he set aside as a time when 
honor may be done "to the dead vet­ 
erans. 
In regard tu the m a tte r a member 
" of the local G. A. IE said this morning 
t h a t he w a s in fa vor of changing the 
date, bu t thou ght that there might he 
some objection u pon the pa r t of some 
b ec au se of the work which wou ld have 
to he done on S u nd ay in connection 
with d ecorating the graves, if the 
d a te w as changed to Su nday,

the flowers on the m orning of Dec­ 
oration Day. and lie did not think

HARD WINTERS FURTHER WEST. 


In the Long Ago Colorado Served Up 
Days of Old-Fashioned Cold. 
Oliver II. P. Wiggins—“ Old 
Scout” 
Wiggins—has had more personal experi­ 
ence of Colorado weather than any man 
living, for he came here in 1838. 
“ The winters of the early ’70s weren't 
anything l.ke this.” said Mr. Wiggins. 
“ There’s been more solid, unbroken cold 
this winter than there has been since 
1N45, with the exception of 1898. 
But 
that winter of 1845 was the worst this 
country out here ever saw; it began 
about December 10 and never let up till 
the middle of March, and part of the 
time it was (50 degrees below zero on the 
plains. 
"I wintered at Eagle Nest, about nine­ 
ty miles from Denver, at the mouth of 
the Cache le Poudre river. 
There were 
twenty of the Carson trappers and 500 
Arapahoe Indians. 
We called the place 
Eagle Nest on account of a big cotton­ 
wood tree, seven feet through, that had 
an eagle's nest in the top branches. 
“ The ground on the prairie was frozen 
down 7Vi» feet, and on the level places the 
| snow was 3 feet deep. 
The antelope 
j stayed up in the hills and froze to death, 
I but the deer and buffalo came down to 
! the river bed. 
We had to build a corral 
j for the horses, because the buffalo hooked 
I a lot of them to death.

T he tariff am ounts to a 
cent and a half a pound, and there are 
freight charges to pay for transportation 
half round the globe; v et the mutton, it 
is said, can he sold at prices below those 
which New Y’ork butchers are asking for 
domestic mutton, and the suggestion is 
made th a t if this is done m eat dealers 
in New Y'ork will hav e an unlooked-for 
situation to meet. 
H ow much below the prev ailing New 
Y’ork prices for .» merican m utton A us­ 
tralian mutton can 
be 
placed 
on the 
m arket does not appear, but it has beeu 
no unusual thing under conditions here­ 
tofore prev ailing for wide disparity in 
prices to prev ail in different m eat shops 
of a single city. 
O ften in M ilwaukee 
there has been a difference of sev eral 
cents a pound between the same cuts 
of m eat at down-town butcher shops and 
those on the North fcide. This is partly 
due to differences in tha character of 
the trad e supplied, and partly to differ­ 
ences in the expense of conducting the 
business. A butcher who pays high rent, 
expects to deliv er ev en as small a pur­ 
chase as a pound of chops, and is obliged 
to employ a clerk for the taking of or­ 
ders by telephone, will be obliged to 
charge more per pound for Av nat he sells 
than one whose rent charge is low and 
many of whose customers come to his 
store and carry their orders home with 
them. 
The A ustralian m utton incident shows 
th a t if American m eat prices rise v ery 
high, the commercial instinct of the peo­ 
ple will find relief from them in spite 
of the turiff. 
T he addition of consider­ 
ably more than a cent ami a half a 
pound to the cost of imported m eats by 
reason of the tariff would not constitute 
an insuperable barrier against im porta­ 
tion. 
W hen G eneral K itchener was in­ 
terv iewed at Chicago the other day he 
spoke of the anticipated completion of 
the P a na m a canal as a condition contrib­ 
uting to international peace, of whose 
factors be named food as one of the 
first. 
“ T he nation whose food supply is 
cram ped,” he observ ed, “ is restless and 
irritable. 
It w ants to expand. 
It w ants 
w hat the other fellow has.” 
Then, after 
enlarging upon the comfort it was to him 
as a peace-lov ing man to sc** the broad 
acres of food producing land in North 
America, he pronounced the construction 
of the P anam a canal “ the best mov e 
America ev er m ade,” and observ ed that 
its importance is great w hether looked 
nt from a military or a commercial v iew- 
point.

W. King Stuck in One and It Made 
Him W ork for Good Roads. 
E ight years ago a Missouri farm er 
tried to driv e out from town one day 
in rainy spring. 
It w as a riv er bottom 
road and the soil was deep. 
Although 
he had a light rig and a strong horse 
he stuck, and th at within sight of home 
too. 
It m ade him indignant, says H am p­ 
ton’s. 
There and then lie resolv ed that 
it would nev er happen again. 
It has 
not. 
and 
in carrying out his resolv e, 
I). W ard King has changed the laws of 
six states. 
To find a method to keep Missouri 
country roads so that a driv er would 
not be in danger of miring in the spring 
was a big task, but it was accomplished 
by a v ery simple dev ice—two split logs 
and a few scraps of iron. 
T his farm er, who liv es a mile and a 
half from Maitland, Mo., is known the 
United States ov er as the “Good Roads 
M an.” 
He is the father of improv ed 
roads. 
H e build« earth roads, not rail­ 
roads. 
T he middle west has alw ays been held 
back by poor country roads. 
T here are 
no turnpikes and but little grav el in the 
deep, black, rich « oil. 
As a result the 
roads become almost impassable during 
the rainy season. 
Railroads lagged, for 
the farm ers could not get to town; towns 
became sleepy, for there was no one to 
buy. 
Impressed by the fact that ground at 
the end of the corn rows sheds w ater 
much better after it ha« been gone ov er 
with the ridge drag, Mr. King resolv ed 
to try a similar dev ice on the country 
roads.

Annual Salary at $6 6 3. 


The av erage annual salary of a minis 
for of the gospel is but $663, in all tin 
denominations represented in the com­ 
pilations on this subject in Part I of a 
special report on the Census of Relig­ 
ious Bodies for 19 66, which is now in 
press preparatory to its submission by 
Pnited States Census Director Durand 
to Secretary Nagel of the Department 
of Commerce and Labor. 
The report, 
was compiled under the superv ision ot 
Mr. William C. Hunt, chief statistical! 
of population in the Census Bureau, and 
the statistics were collected partly by 
correspondence and partly by special 
agents. 
It is pointed out in the introduction 
that this is the first time an attempt has 
been made in a United States census t « * 
secure official statistics concerning sal­ 
aries paid to ministers.

Endive. 
The endive is a form of chicory . Sow 
the seeds thinly in drills, and when the 
plants are well established thin to eight 
in* lies. 
W ater and cultivate thoroughly 
in order that a good grow th of leaves 
limy be made. 
When the leaves are six 
to eight 
i n c h e s in length draw them to- 
! gethcr an i tie them so the heart will 
j blanch. 
The leaves should not be tied 
up while wot or decay will follow.

soon

j blanched. 
For w inter use sow the seeds 
rather late and remove the plants, w ith 
!h ball of earth adhering to the roots, to 
a cellar or cold frame, and blanch during 
the winter a s required for use. 
Endive is used

the y ear when lettuce and sim ilar crops 
are out of season.

Once they get acquainted 
with

foster m other and learn her language 
they are very affectionate and will talk 
to her as they fo llo w her about, never 
leaving her day or night. 
Indeed, they 
stay w ith the hens all the season and 
even through the winter. 
Guineas are quite prolific lay ers, hid­ 
ing their nests in the fields as does a 
turkey , unless they have been accus­ 
tomed to sleeping in a house. 
If hatched 
with hens they do not have such wild 
dispositions and frequently lay in the 
nests provided for hens, until about the 
time when they 'become broody , when 
they steal aw ay and lay a clutch of eggs 
to hatch. 
The y oung are quite tender for a few 
day s and should be fed little and very 
often a t first. 
In a short tim e they be­ 
come luirdy , and after th a t will endure 
any kind of w eather th a t m ay come, 
even to sleeping out of doors in the 
coldest w eather. 
1 he eggs are small, but of good flavor, 
but there is no m arket demand for them, 
and, except for home consumption or for 
use in hatching they are not valuable. 
Guinea hens are not good mothers. 
It 
must be a very favorable season in which 
a guinea hen will raise more than a few 
of the y oung she hatches. 
As a rule 
they wander about through dam p grass 
until the vonug are m ostlv lost.

The M anure Heap. 
is nothing more vital 


T h at $200,000 Pearl 
T he London Daily Mirror, after quot­ 
ing an item from a New York paper, to 
the effect th a t “a fine pearl, formerly 
belonging to the roy al family of Spain, 
lias been sold for the sum of $200.000,” 
say s that the head of a well-known Bond 
street jewelry company stated th a t the 
price seemed fabulous as the five or six 
pearls in existence valued at $100.000 or 
over were all “ m arked.” They were all 
drop pearls, 
none ' f them 
less 
than 
three-quarters of an inch in length. 
All 
these had been dealt with in London 
at one time or other, but of ihe one men 
tinned he had not heard. 
“ It is more 
than likely .” continued the dealer, “that 
it has come straight from the Spanish 
regalia. tor. as is well known, in Spain 
and Brazil pearls are valued more highly 
than any other stone. 
I can say with 
confidence th a t this part.e. ’nr pearl has 
never been in London—or. at least, not 
for the last twenty -five or thirty y ears.” 


Scandal in the Saddle. 
A London dispatch states th a t the ex­ 
clusive set of the Essex hunt is scandal­ 
ized because Sir Claude Champion de 
Crespigny , as host of the day . introduced 
a w om an’s event in 
the 
steeplechase. 
This was an innovation, but when the 
exclusives noted that four or five of the 
entrants intended to ride astride they 
raised a wild cry .

There is nothing more vital to the 
success of the garden th an the m anure 
heap, and it is pre tty safe to add, noth ­ 
ing more neglected. 
In the vegetables world it is the sav­ 
ings bank and storage house combined, 
and when properly attended to will pay 
large dividends and never default. 
In some small suburban gardens it is 
practically impossible to have a m anure 
heap for lack of an out-of-the-w av place 
to put it, but whenever it is a t all pos­ 
sible it should never be dispensed with. 
If properly looked a fte r it need not be 
unsightly or disagreeable in any way . 
It is very easily screened by planting or 
some other method, and m ay be re la ­ 
tively close to the house w ithout being 
objected to on account qf o<jor$. 
If the m anure heap is nicely squared 
olj and has a level top the rains will 
penetrate and give the necessary moist 
condition, except in very dry w eather, 
when an occasional w atering w ith the 
hose will be beneficial. 
Should the m anure heap be in a posi­ 
tion where the w ater accum ulates gy p­ 
sum. dry muck, straw or any absorbing 
m aterial should be added to conserve 
the m anure w ater or much of its value 
will be wasted. 
Never add unslaked lime. 
This will 
release the am m onia and other plant 
foods, and they will be wasted. 
An oc­ 
casional light application of salt over 
the top of the heap will help to con­ 
serve these plant foods. 
When the m anure is eventually spread 
on the ground and dug under then the 
application of lime is beneficial, as the 
lime releases the plant food and m akes 
it available for tTie plants. 
A place should be selected in proxim ­ 
ity to the kitchen, garden and stable. 
Do not place it in a hole where w a te r 
will accum ulate, b ut on a level position, 
then a small trench m ay be dug around 
it to drain in a sunken barrel to supply 
liquid m anure, which is alw ay s valuable, 
especially for pot plants. 
Keep the m anure heap nicely squared 
up and let such daily accum ulation be 
pread evenly on the top; a fewr min- 
will keep it looking very

each family has its own dom esticated 
bacteria, as it were, of the sam e species 
as those inhabiting other people, but 
somewhat modified 
by 
constant inter­ 
change. 
Against these each member of 
the family ¡s in a measure immune. They 
are like an ill uatured pet dog that re­ 
spects the members of the household 
w ith which it lives and will not bite 
them, but snaps and snarls at strangers.

N EW FLORA FOR AN ISLAND. 


S ta rt of Vegetation on Lava Bed—D ura­ 
tion of Life of Seed. 
In 18 8 3 the island of Ivrakatoa, in 
the Sunda strait, was covered to a depth 
of 52 y ards with lava by a tremendous 
volcano outburst. 
An interesting bo­ 
tanical problem was suggested. 
H ere 
was an area of new rock absolutely do- 
void of plant life. 
How would it be re­ 
co nquered and repeopled by the 
vege­ 
table world? 
So at the suggestion of 
T reub the island has been kept under 
observation since 18 8 9 . 
In that y ear it was found th a t 
those 
simplest of all 
plants, the socalled blue- 
grecn algae, had 
formed 
thin, 
black 
films over the surface. 
In this a number 
of ferns and a few flowering plants bad 
established themselves. 
I» y 18 9 7 the is­ 
land was covered with a characteristic 
shore vegetation, including a species of 
ipomaea. 
F erns predominated and there 
were very few shrubs and no trees. 
The 
latest expedition reports 137 species of 
plants belonging to 
all 
the principal 
groups. 
F erns are no longer dom inant 
and the forests are rapidly increasing. 
In a recent issue of the "Proceedings 
of the Roy al Society ” J. W hite gives the 
results of some interesting experiments 
on the ferm ents and latent life of resting 
seeds. 
T h a t the substance of germ inat­ 
ing seeds undergoes a process of ferm en­ 
tation by which it is rendered suitable 
for the nourishm ent of the embry o is well 
known. This is illustrated by the change 
of the starch of the barley seed into 
sugar during the process of malting. 
It 
is not, however, known w hether germ ina­ 
tion can take place in the absence of a 
ferment. 
Mr. W hite, however, finds that 
the ferm ents in the seeds may retain 
their activity long after the power of 
germination has been lost. T he ferm ent 
in a seed may retain its power for tw en­ 
ty y ears or more. 
T he seeds specially studied 
by 
Mr. 
W hite were w heat, barley and other ce­ 
reals. 
lie finds th a t the duration of the 
power of germ ination varies much. 
In 
ry e it is about five y ears, but in w heat 
from eleven to sixteen. 
No seeds which 
had lost their pow er of vegetating could 
be induced to grow by adding a ferment. 
And if this was added to one germ inat­ 
ing feebly the grow th w as retarded. 
If further proof were w anted that the 
stories of w heat germ inating a fte r ly ing 
for 
thousands 
of 
y ears 
in 
Egy ptian 
to m b s have no foundation in fact it is 
supplied by Mr. W hite’s determination 
th a t the life of a w heat seed is only from 
eieven to sixteen y ears.—London Globe.

corrosive 
chemicals may be employ ed to facilitate 
the cleansing process, which they do a t 
the cost of rotting the goods.

are not as durable as they used to be. 
O ften mineral “ loading” gives apparent 
substance the flimsy material, and when 
this y ields, as it sometimes will even to 
the mild influence of soap and water, the 
fabric has lost its “ bones,” and rapidly 
disintegrates. 
1 11 this case the laundry 
imm may be blamed w ithout cause. 
In 
other cases lie gives cause enough for 
his work, using caustics to 
get out the dirt anil taking little pains 
in rinsing.

In these day s when such power­ 
fully active preparations of enzy ms are 
possible, the method is likely to become 
general, and its adoption will relieve the 
lacndty mun of the odium of being u “ ehem- 
iealizer.” 
If diastase supplants injurious deter­ 
gents in the laundries, and gives longer 
life to linen, it will deserve listing in the 
category of things which in the language 
of holy w rit come home to m en’s busi­ 
ness and bo so m s. Household linen stoc*ks 
will not s«> frequently require renewal, 
and pocket-books will not at such short 
intervals us now be reduced to dismal 
flatness.

and as they a re alw ay s a rm e d to the 
teeth and hold h u m a n life cheap, a 
solitary citizen going home late, or a 
policeman on a lonely beat has v ery 
little chance a g ainst them. 
“ W hen they hav e once m ade u p th e ir 
m ind s to rob a passerby — which one 
does not m a t t e r m u c h — it is more th a n 
likely they will decide to begin opera­ 
tions at once. 
T h a t m e a ns that th re e 
Apaches will take u p a position 
011 the 
pa v e m e nt and pretend to be engaged 
• in innocent gossip. 
T he street is de­ 
serted. 
A solitary pedestrian comes 
into sight. 
In a m om ent he is m eas­ 
u red u p by the three scou ndrels on 
the lookou t for th e ir prey . 
T here is 
• not a polieman in sight. 
The mom ent 
is fav orable.

“B u t th ing s do not alway s pass so 
easily . 
Som etim es the v ictim shows 
m ore resistance 
than

w ith a blow from a mu tton-bone or 
giv en a stab w ith a knife or dagger. 
The m u tton-bone u sed by the Paris 
Apache is a terrible weapon. 
In ap­ 
pearance it resembles a small hatchet, 
w ith ou t a handle, is abou t six inches 
long, a nd conies from the shou lder of 
the sheep. 
T his and the knife and the 
knu ckle-iron a re the fav orite weapons 
of th e P a ris' hooligan. 
They are ef­ 
fectiv e and noiseless, whereas the u se 
of the rev olv er is likely to a ttr a c t the 
police. 
“A m ong the more recent m ethods in­ 
v ented by the P a ris Apache for r e n­ 
d e ring the pa ssing citizen incapable 
of resistance is the lasso. 
At the fa­ 
v orable m om ent a cord from 15 to 20 
feet in length and ending in a r u n­ 
ning knot 
is th row n by an ex pert 
hand. 
As it falls ov er the v ictim's 
heal it is jerked tight, and, half s t r a n­ 
gled, he is th row n to the grou nd.

Otto Lillienthal 
was

fore ru nne r of the W rights.

erou sly proclaim th a t hi$ ex perim ents 
his book and his lov able 
personality 
were the m ost v ital influ ences in th e ir 
career as aeroplane inv entors. 
Otto L illienthal 
was 
killed 
w hile 
m a k ing gliding e x perim ents in pr e pa r ­ 
ing to m ou nt a lightweight m otor 
in 
his aeroplane. 
The little 
newspaper 
notice of his tragic death is said to 
hav e been the direct cau se of rev iv ing 
the flagging interest of the W rights. 
Lillienthal was v ery well a w a re of 
the fact that, flight was possible 
by 
com bining artififial m otor energy with 
a series of rigid su rfaces for lifting 
pu rposes. 
Bu t he 
w as 
not 
content 
with achiev ing flight a fter the fashion 
of the m od e rn aeroplane. 
He consid­ 
ered su ch t r iu m ph s as later achiev ed 
by the W rig h ts simply as inte re sting 
bu t u seless incidents. 
He believ ed so 
long as it was necessary to depend u p­ 
on a terrific u nceasing speed to stay in 
the aid no proper solu tion of the prob­ 
lem cou ld be reached. 
Lillienthal and his brother, Gu stav , 
closely stu died the birds. 
It is said no 
two h u m a n beings on e a rth a c c u m u ­ 
lated su ch clear, accu rate, ex act d a ta 
as the Lillienthals 
c oncerning 
bird- 
flight. 
Otto early arriv ed a t the con­ 
clu sion 
th a t 
su ccessfu l 
rnan-flight 
wou ld hav e to be sim ila r to bird-flight. 
He pronou nced it as an ax iom t h a t the 
era of flight wou ld not be here u ntil 
h u m a n beings cou ld u se a e roplane s u r ­ 
faces both to lift th eir weight and for 
pu rposes of sailing a g a inst the wind. 
The Lillienthals discov ered early in 
their inv estigations th a t bird-flight is 
almost identical with the art of m a r ine 
sailing. 
T h e skillfu l y a c h tsm a n t r a v ­ 
els a g ainst th e wind by tacking. 
T he 
bird flms a g ainst the w ind by u sing ex ­ 
actly the sam e method, only it goes the 
y a c h tsm a n one better by u sing its sail 
su rfaces also as lifting su rfaces and 
th u s is su stained in the air.

T h e re isn’t one m a n in 10,000 who 
has the remotest idea of the v ast nu m ­ 
ber of u ses to which the once despised 
cotton seed is now being pu t," said 
Capt. B. J. Holmes of New Orleans, re­ 
cently . 
“F r om the clean seed a re obtained 
linte rs and m eats and hu lls, the hu lls 
m a k ing the best a nd most fattening 
feed for cattle that has y et been fou nd. 
F r om the linters a re ga th e re d m aterial 
for m attresses, felt, wads, paper, rope 
and a grade of u nd e rw e a r ami likewise 
cellu lose, ou t of which gu n cotton is 
made. 
The m eats fu rnish oil and meal, 
the oil a fte r refining being now in a l­ 
m ost u niv ersal u se in the kitchens of 
this and oth e r cou ntries. 
Before re­ 
finement to the edible stage, the oil is 
k now n u nd e r m a ny nam es, su ch as 
salad oil, starine, w inte r oil and white 
oil, ole om arg arine being the produ ct of 
starine. 
T he white oil is the chief in­ 
gredient in compou nd lards. 
“T he original oil,, known also as soap 
stock, has fatty acids u sed in the m a n­ 
u f a c tu re of soaps, roofing tar, paints 
and gly cerine, and from this comes the 
ex plosiv e nitrogly cerine. 
I m ig h t also 
ad d th a t the meal, aside from its u se 
as cattle 
prov ender, is 
transform ed 
into bread, cake, crack ers and ev en 
candy . 
Last of all come the doctors, 
who a re say ing th a t this wonderfu l 
t,seed is a boon to the sick, since from 
irs oils an em u lsion is prepared th a t 
has been k now n to be of v alu e in tu ­ 
bercu losis and oth er a ilm ents.’’

th<ir life is gay com pared w ith t h a t 
of the pipe line walker. 
T he pipe lines c a rry na tu ra l gas to 
the « ities, and they ra d ia te in all di­ 
rections from the gas centers. 
It is 
absolu tely necessary th a t the pre ssu re 
be m aintained. 
The g reatest m enace 
is the possibility of leaks in the pipes, 
and to see that th e re are no 
b rea k s 
sev eral h u nd re d men 
are 
employ ed. 
T h e ir bu siness is to get u p at day light 
and walk from one end of the section 
tc the other a nd back again d u rin 
th e day . 
The lines a re div ided into 
sections of 12 or 15 miles, a nd a m an 
is detailed to watch each one. 
The 
jobs pay from $50 to $100 a month, 
and there is noth ing to do bu t walk 
and listen.
